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Brezhnev in warning 
on 'meddling' in 
internal affairs 


HELSINKI (U PI) - Soviet leader 
Leonid I Brezhnev said today the agree 
ment on European security to be signed 
here Friday does not confer on the West 
the right to meddle in Russia’s internal 
affairs 
“ No one should try to dictate to other 
peoples, on the basis of foreign policy 
considerations of one kind or another, 
the manner in which they ought to 
manage their internal affairs,” he said 
in an address to summit leaders from 35 
nations of East and West Europe, the 
United States and Canada 
Some delegates saw in the speech a 
renunciation of the “ Brezhnev 
Doctrine,” under which the Soviet Union 
after the invasion of Czechoslovakia in 
1968 claimed the right to intervene 
anywhere in Eastern Europe. 
Others saw it as a warning to the U.S. 
Congress not to link a trade agreement 
with Russia with emigration of Soviet 
Jews from Russia. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


said he thought it was a “ conciliatory 
speech.” 
Once again the conference provided 
the opportunity for a series of smaller 
meetings on the sidelines 
Chief among these was a lunch 
meeting of President Ford, French 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing. 
British Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
and West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt at the British embassy 
residence. 
They discussed Berlin and security in 
Europe as well as possible moves to pull 
the industrial West’s economies out of 
their present doldrums. 
Brezhnev made a strong appeal for 
East-West military detente in Europe 
after the Helsinki conference and for 
renewed efforts to speed up disarma­ 
ment. 
“ The Soviet Union,” Brezhnev said, 
“ has consistently supported the idea that 
the conference should be followed by a 
further development of military detente. 


A priority goal is to find ways to reduce 
armed forces and armaments in Central 
Europe without diminishing the security 
of anyone. On the contrary, to the benefit 
of ali ” 
“ It is the materialization of detente 
which is the essence of all that should 
make peace in Europe truly durable and 
solid, Brezhnev said “ And here upper­ 
most in our mind is the task of ending the 
arms race and achieving tangible results 
in disarmament.” 
Asked if he viewed Brezhnev's 
remarks as renouncing the so-called 
Brezhnev Doctrine, under which the 
Soviet Union claimed the right to in­ 
tervene in Eastern Europe and used this 
to justify the 1968 invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, Kissinger said only, “ it 
indicates there should be no interference 
in the affairs of other nations.” 
Today’s session was marked by a 
walkout by Turkish Premier Suleyman 
Demirel when Archbishop Makarios, 
president of Cyprus, rose to speak.

Ford works to patch 
quarrel with Turkey 


A single letter to the late Congressman 
Charles M. Teague cleared the way for 
the past three years to a forest of 
beautifully aged wood, available to the 
public for leveling at a small cost. It is a 
forest that even the Sierra Club would 
gladly see go. 


People from as far south as El Monte 
and north as far as Fremont have come 
to bid on vacant World War II vintage 
barracks, warehouses, and ad­ 
ministrative buildings at Vandenberg 
AFB that were as thick as woods during 
Camp Cooke’s heyday. According to Jer­ 
ry Wolff, base realty officer, 1,400 of the 
wooden buildings have been cut down on 
the base since 1957, some 250 of them un- 


HELSINKI (U PI) - The United States 
will take “ definite and clear action” if 
Israel is expelled from the United, Na­ 
tions, Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer said today. 
He told a news conference President 
Ford and the leaders of Britain, France 
and West Germany unanimously agreed 
over lunch to vigorously oppose threats 
by Arab and African states to oust Israel 
from world body in September. 
“ The United States has expressed its 
strong opposition to expulsion of Israel 
from the United Nations on grounds that 
it would be a violation of the U N. 
charter,” Kissinger said. 
"The United States will take definite 
and clear action should the U N. take 
such action in violation of the charter. 
We believe such action would have 
serious consequences for the world 
organization.”

der a 1972 program that was prompted 
by the letter to Teauge 
Eli D. Arnold wrote it. He is a Santa 
Maria contractor and a man who does 
not appreciate waste, even by the 
military. 
He informed the honorable congres­ 
sman of the Air Force’s plans to soon 
employ its “ Red Horse" demolition 
team to level 100 sub-standard buildings 
on Vandenberg. 
“ This destruction is accomplished by 
knocking the building down with a bul­ 
ldozer, driving the bulldozer upon the 
remains...spinning the dozer on its 
tracks which reduces all of the struc­ 
tural members to splinters, then loading 
the splinters on dump trucks with a skip 
loader and depositing them at the base 
dump,” Arnold graphically described. 


Kissinger said the President made little 
headway in efforts to get Turkish 
Premier Suleyman Demirel to rescind 
the order closing down 24 key U.S. 
military bases in Turkey. 


“ We did not feel that great progress 
was made,” Kissinger said of die Ford- 
Demirel breakfast meeting. Demirel sl­ 
apped the sanctions on the United States 
in retaliation for congressional refusal to 
lift a ban on arms sales to Turkey. 


Ford’s effort to patch America’s quar­ 
rel with its NATO ally apparently 
produced little more than friendly 
handshakes and outward amiability 
between the two leaders. Ford is press­ 
ing Congress to rescind its ban before 
recessing Friday for the month of 
August. 


Congress imposed the ban in February 
when it learned arms purchased from 
the United States had been used illegally 
in the invasion of Cyprus. Ford and Kis­ 
singer have complained the ban is a 
senseless provocation of an important 
ally and hinders efforts to resolve the 
Mediterranean crisis.

“ I have 
watched this operation in 
progress,” he added, “ it is very fast, 
very efficient and criminally wasteful ” . 
The deep-rooted effects of Arnold’s 
protest have been many and may yet 
spread to every Air Force base. For not 
only has the base generated over $47,000 
in windfall revenue (which goes to the 
U.S. Treasury) from selling the facilities 
under the “ Vandenberg Building 
Disposal Program,” it has saved over 
$600,000 in the last three years in building 
maintenance and utility costs. 
Moreover, the protest has resulted in 
a good savings to home owners who want 
to build an extra room or something to 
their abodes and need the lumber — a 
precious commodity rising in cost and 
declining in quality nowadays. 
“ This is good dry lumber; not wet or 
green like new lumber,” verified Wolff. 
One story buildings go for $500 and two 
story buildings sell for $600 on the 
average, but price depends naturally on 
the structure’s size ranging from 100 sq. 
ft. to 14,000 sq. ft. 
Base “ programs, functions, and per­ 
sonnel” are phased out and the old 
buildings are left vacant as new 
buildings go up. Wolff mails out “ bid 
documents” from a list of previous bid­ 
ders and he dispatches news releases to 
Santa Barbara County newspapers in­ 
forming the public of the next bid date. 
After the sealed bids are opened and 
awarded, a new owner posts a $300 bond 
and has 90 days to rip his building down 
and haul the pieces off base. The 
deadline is invariably extended, 
however, 
Wolff reports the program is so suc­ 
cessful that he has prepared “ talk 
tapes” outlining it and they have been 
sent to other Air Force bases. 
Successful or not, the program was ter­ 
ribly disappointing in the beginning. Of 
the first bid offering of 30 buildings in 
July 1972, only 11 could be sold. Response 
to the second bid offering later that 
month was worse: no one wanted to buy. 
Eventually, the idea of salvaging the 
lumber, shingles, sinks and whatnot 
from weary but well-serving 30-year-old 
Army buildings caught on and they were 
not left to the undeserving fate of Red 
Horse. But during the program’s initial 
phase, buildings were sold for $1 and $2 
each. 
For example, in 1972 some 165 
buildings were sold for $7,500.56 while in 
1973 just 25 buildings sold for $11,220.32. 
Wolff is unsure when a group of 
buildings will be up for bid again. That 
will be advertised in the Record. There 
are potentially 300 left to be razed, most 
still Air Force occupied. 


Advisers 
criticize 
planners

Members of the Fourth Supervisorial 
District Advisory Committee for the 
General Plan blasted the County plann­ 
ing department last night for “ ignoring" 
local input in the production of planning 
guidelines. 
Source of the irritation was a colorful, 
two-foot by three-and-a-half foot map of 
the Lompoc Valley area that was 
produced by the county in conjunction 
with Livingston and Blayney, planning 
consultants. The consultants are working 
under a half million dollar contract to 
update and revise the county’s general 
plan, or as it’s known now, comprehen­ 
sive plan. 
Last night, only about 10 members of 
Hugh Young’s committee complement of 
about 24 members were on hand One of 
them, William Ebbert, was caustic in his 
criticism of the map. “ This map doesn’t 
reflect one recommendation we’ve made 
in the two years of work,” he said. “ It 
looks to me like they took a brush and 
painted everything that wasn’t built on 
or developed open space.” Other com­ 
mittee members joined Ebbert’s attack. 
Dibblee A. Poett declared: “ We’re going 
to have to fight that map.” 
Later, Ebbert said the committee 
might have to have one of its members 
“ camped out” on the doorstep of the 
county planning commission to be sure 
local wishes were heard. 
The meeting was another in a series 
designed to tap local wishes on county 
planning matters. 
Today, assistant county planner Carl 
Kraemer agreed with the Lompoc com­ 
mittee that the map in question did not 
reflect local input. “ It’s a preliminary 
draft plan, a preliminary draft map is­ 
sued prematurely by the Board of Super­ 
visors,” he said. “ The supervisors 
screwed up, all five of them, all of them 
playing politics with the home folks." 
Kraemer said “ the original intent in the 
production of the map was for staff work 
with Livingston and Blayney,” and not 
for public dissemination at this time. 
“ We haven’t had a chance to do our 
staff work,” Kraemer continued. “ The 
local committees are only advisory. 
We’re recognizing citizen desires, but 
not necessarily acceding to them.” 
Additional open hearings will be held 
at the committee level on Aug. 7 and 21. 
Kraemer said.

prosecutor's job 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - Staff 
members of the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee today defended their recommen­ 
dation to make the special prosecutor’s 
job permanent as a safeguard against 
future government corruption. 


Without an oversight agency indepen­ 
dent of both the White House and the 
Justice Department, they said, there is 
no question that abuses found rampant in 
the Nixon administration could happen 
again. 
“ Watergate has demonstrated without 
question that the power of the machinery 
of government may be misused 
regardless of the political persuasion of 
an administration ...” said Terry 
Lenzner, former assistant chief counsel 
to the now-defunct Senate Watergate 
committee 


HELSINKI (U PI) - President Ford 
worked overtime today to patch 
America’s quarrel with Turkey, and 
heard assurances from its premier that 
“ we will do our best not to spoil 
Turkish-U.S. relations. 
As Ford met over breakfast with 
Premier Suleyman Demirel. indications 
were Republican congressional leaders 
would mount a final, prevacation at­ 
tempt to rev'^nd th«* embargo on arms 
sales to Turkey that has fueled the crisis 
between the two allies. 
After the meeting Ford attended the 
second day of the European summit. On 
center stage was Soviet Communist 
party leader Leonid I. Brezhnev, who 
said the controversial agreements to be 
signed Friday does not mean the West 
has the right to meddle in Russia’s inter­ 
nal affairs. 
“ There are neither victors nor van­ 
quished, winners nor losers," Brezhnev 
said of the summit participants. 
Demirel’s government closed 24 U.S. 
military bases in retaliation for congres­ 
sional refusal to lift the arms ban im­ 
posed in February when U.S. weapons 
were used illegally in the Turkish inva­ 
sion of Cyprus. 
After the session, Ford and Demirel 
were smiling and shaking hands, but 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
voted today to extend price ceilings on 
domestic oil for six months after their 
Aug. 31 deadline and sent the bill to the 
White House despite a veto threat by 
President Ford’s energy chief. 
The House vote was 303-117 and if that 
margin held up, it would be 23 more 
votes than needed to override any veto. 
The Senate passed the bill 62-29 last 
month. 
Earlier today, Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministrator Frank G. Zarb warned that 
Ford would most certainly veto any bill 
to extend such price controls. 
Zarb’s warning came after the House 
Wednesday night killed Ford’s com­ 
promise plan to end such price restric­ 
tions over a 39-month period. 
The House voted to extend the 
Emergency Petroleum Allocation Act, 
under which controls are written, from 
Aug. 31 to March 1, 1976. 


BOSTON (U PI) — American analysts 
believe “ Israel has more than 10 nuclear 
weapons,” the Boston Globe reported to­ 
day. 
“ The analysts also believe that Israel 
has the means of delivering such 
weapons hundreds of miles from its ter­ 
ritory by plane and missile and is work­ 
ing to extend the reach of its delivery 
systems,’’ the Globe said in a 
copyrighted story. 
Reporter William Beecher, writing 
from Washington, said the conclusions, 
“ closely held within the American 
national security community.” were dis­ 
covered during interview s in 
Washington. Cairo, Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv. 
In Washington, the State Department 
today declined comment on the report. 
But department spokesman Robert 
Anderson cited a Danish television inter- 


there seemed to be no substantive solu­ 
tion in sight. 
“ We have reviewed Turkish-American 
relations.” Demirel said. “ As far as 
Turkey is concerned, these relations are 
very valuable We will do our best not to

“ We will do our best to remove anv 
roadblocks between the United States 
and Turkey, because we believe that 
good relations with Turkey are of utmost 
importance to Turkey and the United 
States, and to the free world, to the 
world as a whole.”

The Senate today attempts 
to partially lift the ban to let Turkey take 
possession of $185 million in equipment it 
purchased before the prohibition became 
effective. The Senate has approved it 
before only to have the lifting of the ban 
defeated in the House.

Board delays

The Board of Supervisors this 
week refused to lift the wraps 
on nudists. 
The board adjourned without 
a vote after listening to three- 
hours of testimony on proposed 
designation of a clothing op­ 
tional beach. 
The overflow audience in the 
supervisors’ 
chambers was 
composed both of proponents 
and opponents of the measure 
The comments ranged from ex­ 
treme to moderate and in many 
cases were heated. 
The nudists were called “an 
elitist group... selfish... insen­ 
sitive... exhibitionists.” The 
comments from the pro-skin 
buffs included “uptight... nar­ 
row minded... and rednecks.” 
No date was set for recon­ 
sideration of the county or­ 
dinance banning nudity on all 
beaches open to the public or in 
public view. The supervisors 
told the audience the hearing 
was only to take testimony. 
Petitions for and against the 
proposed change each had 
hundreds of signatures.

The fire erupted 
at about 4:35 p.m. on the ranch 
five miles southeast of Lompoc 
and was brought under control 
at about 5:48 p.m. 
Dennis Hayes, driver of the 
combine, escaped injury

Officials said two engine 
com panies assisted by the 
county Hot Shot crew of 14 men 
fought the blaze. Also in the 
fight were a tanker from Paso 
Robles, two brush trucks and a 
bulldozer. A forest service 
plane made two drops of fire 
retardant materials.

The Board of Supervisors has 
asked the grand jury to study 
their salaries, duties and 
responsibilities. 
The board took the action this 
week in response to a letter 
from Carmen Lodise, who 
asked the board to establish a 
pay scale for each supervisor 
“ equivalent to the median 
household incom e” in the 
county. 
The median county income, 
according to the letter, is about 
$12,000. Supervisors are paid 
$16,456 a year following a five 
per cent increase they voted 
themselves last month. 
Some board members believe 
they should be paid much more. 
A $24,000 yearly salary favored 
by a majority of the board was 
turned down in a voter referen­ 
dum two years ago. 
Supervisor Frank Frost made 
a motion to favor Lodise’s 
recommendation but it died for 
lack of a second. Supervisor 
Frost has income from other 
sources. 
The board wants the grand 
jury to study the issue. They 
would like to see the pay tied to 
a com parable position and 
removed from their control. 
They also would like the grand 
jury to decide if the job is a full­ 
time position.

permit allowing ARCO to drill 
17 new wells from Platform 
Holly off Coal Oil Point. The ap­ 
proval vote was 7-5. 
The appeal charges the 
regional commission with ig­ 
noring a ruling by a deputy at­ 
torney general that the permit 
required a two-thirds vote of 
the commission. 
Although the commission 
voted to require only a majority 
vote. Sarguis said this does not 
change the law. He said the 
Coastal Zone Conservation Act 
(Prop 20) states in certain cir­ 
cumstances a two-thirds vote is 
required. 
The act requires a two-thirds 
vote when access to submerged 
lands is at issue, or when the 
commercial and sport fishery is 
adversely affected 
Sarguis also listed a number 
of environmental factors he 
said needed further study. 
This is the second appeal by 
GOO in the ARCO сам. Last 
year after the regional commis­ 
sion granted ARCO an exemp­ 
tion from permit requirements, 
GOO appealed to the state com­ 
mission and finally to San Fran­ 
cisco Superior Court, which 
ruled a permit was required. 
ARCO is appealing that ruling 
while at the same time filing 
for the permit.

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Senators stiffen over 
weapons bill approval 


Minority 
Portugal's junta approved 
employment 


increases 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ap­ 
proval of the $31.1 billion 
weapons bill came quickly and 
quietly in the House, but liberal 
senators are stiffening. 
Among their targets today, as 
the bill comes under considera­ 
tion, are funding for the B1 
bomber and the nuclear strike 
cruiser. 
Without discussion, the House 
voted 348-60 Wednesday in favor 
of the weapons procurement 
measure, $3.3 billion below 
Pentagon requests. 
If approved by the Senate 
without changes, it will go to 
the White House where Presi­ 
dent Ford is expected to sign it. 
In a last-minute request June 
25, the President asked Con­ 
gress to approve $60 million to 
begin plans for a new type of 
nuclear guided missile cruiser. 
At the same time, a $203.9 mil­ 
lion request for a new nuclear 
frigate was dropped 
Sen 
Edmund Muskie, D- 
Maine, chairman of the Senate 
Budget Committee, said ap­ 
proval made it almost automat­ 
ic that $1.2 billion would be 
spent next year on the cruiser. 
“ The Department of Defense 
offered no testimony to the 
Congress defining the proposed 
ship, and the Senate did not con­ 
sider the question either in the 
Armed Services Committee or 
mi the floor of the Senate,” 
Muskie said. “ Congress is in ef­ 
fect being asked to act blindly 
on a proposal which it has not 
had time to consider — without 
knowing the value of what we 
buy and without having had a 
chance to study its full 
budgetary impact.” 
In remarks prepared for floor 
delivery, Sen. Thomas McIn­ 
tyre, D-N.H., chairman of the 
research and development sub­ 
committee, objected to giving 
the Pentagon the full $948.5 mil­ 
lion, including procurement 
funds, for the B1 superbomber. 
The Senate had approved 
spending $726.2 million only for 
development.

'marvelous' 
HELSINKI (U PI) - Betty 
Ford, saying she felt “ mar­ 
velous” and was “ enjoying 
every minute,” shopped again 
today in Helsinki’s outdoor 
market, toured a historical 
museum, then went to lunch on 
a fortress island in the harbor. 
Mrs. Ford purchased some 
straw baskets for plants, straw 
mats for hot food and some 
trinkets for her daughter Susan 
at the market she had visited 
Wednesday. 
“ I feel absolutely marvelous. 
I have slept much better here,” 
she said, but added, “ I expected 
it to be cooler here.” The 
temperature was in the 80s. 
She arrived at the museum 
before her host, Helsinki mayor 
Teuvo Aura, and was serenaded 
by four musicians in Karelian 
national dress. Mrs. Ford, 
wearing a red and white dotted 
dress, watched old men and 
women weaving yam as it was 
done more than a century ago. 
She particularly admired a 
pair of white gloves and one of 
the old women, speaking rapid­ 
ly in Finnish, thrust them into 
her hands. 
Watching young couples in 
national red and white striped 
costumes dancing and singing 
to old Finnish music, the first 
lady laughed and applauded and 
said, “ it’s very similar to our 
square dancing.” 
She sipped Finnish beer of­ 
fered by the mayor and ate a 
traditional snack of rye spiced 
bread with potato flour, butter, 
salted whitefish, goats milk 
cheese, smoked roast lamb and 
sour milk. 
N.H. election 


set for Sept. 


CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - 
Voters who gave history its nar­ 
rowest U.S. Senate election and 
99 senators a seven-month 
headache return to the ballot 
box in September to try again. 
This time, America will be 
watching. 
The Senate agreed 71-21 
Wednesday to ship the partisan 
dispute back to the nation’s 
seventh smallest state for a 
rerun election. 
Democrat John Durkin and 
Republican Louis Wyman 
scrambled to assemble over­ 
night campaign organizations. 
Both expected a little help from 
their friends, the national 
Democratic and Republican 
committees. 
Durkin signed on Joe Grand- 
maison, a 32-year-old organizer 
who delivered Sen. George 
McGovern’s, D-S.D., surprise 
showing in the 1972 presidential 
primary here. Wyman cam­ 
paign aides wrestled with a 
decision whether to invite 
President Ford to campaign in 
largely Republican New Hamp­ 
shire. 


TAIPEI (U PI) — A domestic 
airliner carrying 76 persons in- 
cluding three Americans 
crashed at Taipei International 
Airport today on the pilot’s se­ 
cond attempt to land in a 
blinding rainstorm. 
Airport officials said at least 
27 persons died and 48 were in­ 
jured in the crash. One person 
was reported missing. 
Three of the 10 foreigners 
aboard the Viscount aircraft of 
the Far Eastern Air Transport 
died, the officials said. The 
foreigners included three 


Americans and one West 
German but their fate was not 
immediately known. 
Officials said they were hav­ 
ing difficulties identifying the 
casualties. 
They said there were 71 pas­ 
sengers and five crewmen 
aboard the propeller-driven 
plane. The officials reported 
earlier there were 74 passen­ 
gers and a crew of five. 
The plane was on a flight 
from Hualien, a scenic city on 
the east coast about 75 miles 
southeast of Taipei. 


Officials in the control tower 
said a sudden heavy rainstorm 
developed shortly before the 
plane made its approach. 
Because his vision was im­ 
paired by the heavy rain, the 
pilot made one pass without 
landing. 
On his second approach, the 
landing gear apparently collap­ 
sed. The plane careened off the 
runway and broke up about 100 
feet away. First reports said it 
caught fire but officials said 
later these reports were er­ 
roneous. 
C IA talk of murder, mobsters 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
CIA talk was of murder and 
mobsters. 
There were: 
— Robert Maheu, former top 
aide to billionaire Howard 
Hughes, admitting at a Wednes­ 
day news conference he had 
secretly been a paid CIA agent 
for years. His tale of “ patri­ 
otically” recruiting two under­ 
world figures to help in a CIA 
plot to poison Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro. 
— Sen. George McGovern of 
South Dakota, the 1972 Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate, 
releasing a statement sent to 
him by Castro listing 24 “ in­ 
cidents” from mid-1960 until 
March of 1971 of alleged 
American-inspired attempts to 
kill him or overthrow his 
government. “ I have no way to 
verify these allegations,” 
McGovern told a news con­ 
ference, but he released every­ 


thing Castro had to say. 
— Senators Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, and John Tower, R-Tex., 
reporting that as chairman and 
vice chairman of the Select 
Committee on Intelligence they 
were “ extending an invitation” 
to former President Richard 
Nixon to testify on what he 
knew of covert CIA activities 
during his administration, par­ 
ticularly regarding Chile. 


But Maheu stole the show 
Wednesday at a news confer­ 
ence after giving evidence to 
committee staff under a grant 
of “ limited immunity.” 


“ I left the FBI in 1947,” he 
said, - ‘and the association with 
the CIA began in 1954. I 
received monthly checks for 
this for several years to assist 
in their projects.” It was $500 a 
month. 
Before he went to work for 
Hughes, he said, he ran a public 


relations and consultant agency 
which also provided “ cover” 
jobs for CIA agents. 
But after he became chief of 
Hughes’ Nevada empire, he 
said, he was asked by the CIA in 
1960 to help directly in an opera­ 
tion to kill Castro. 
Maheu said James O’Connell, 
his CIA “ project officer,” came 
to him sometime in 1960 — 
before the abortive April, 1961, 
Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba — 
and asked him to contact John­ 
ny Rosselli, an alleged Mafia 
figure. 
Maheu said it was explained 
to him that American U2 spy 
planes would first fly over Cuba 
and this would be followed by 
“ high altitude, precision bom­ 
bing” and an invasion on the 
beaches. 
To make it all successful, 
Maheu said he was told, Castro 
had to be “ disposed of.” 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Minorities employed by the 
state increased by seven per 
cent and women state employes 
jumped by six per cent during 
the one-year period ending last 
March, the Personnel Board 
reports. 
But the board Thursday also 
said workers with Spanish sur­ 
names or who speak Spanish 
comprise only 5.4 per cent of 
the state's 109,827 full-time 
employes while they represent 
13.7 per cent of the Californian 
labor force. 
Henry Harvey, chief of the 
public employment and affir­ 
mative action division of the 
board, said blacks comprise 7.1 
per cent of full-time state 
employes and 6 3 per cent of the 
total work force, while Asians 
represent 5.4 per cent of the 
employes compared with 5.5 
per cent of the California labor 
force. 
The board's annual census 
report of state employes said 
there were 19.665 minorities 
holding full-time state jobs in 
March compared to 18,413 in 
the same month last year. 
It said the March, 1975, figure 
represented 18 2 per cent of all 
state employes, while minori­ 
ties comprise 23.7 per cent of 
the entire California labor 
force. 
They report the number of 
women state employes rose 
from 40.023 in March 1974 to 
42.449 last March, but most of 
the female employes continue 
to be concentrated in clerical 
classes. However, it said there 
was a 37.9 per cent increase in 
the number of women holding 
administrative posts during the 
one-year year, up 607 to total 
1,110. 


Troops blamed 


for destroying 


120 villages 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PIl - 
Eritrean guerrillas have ac­ 
cused Ethiopian troops of 
destroying 120 villages in the 
northern province of Eritrea 
and imposing an economic 
blockade on the provincial 
capital of Asmara. 
A spokesman for the seces­ 
sionist guerrillas said “ Ethiopi­ 
an occupation authorities have 
destroyed 120 villages and im­ 
poverished a large number of 
Eritrean farmers and looted 
their livestock.” 
He made the statement 
Wednesday night to an Iraqi 
news agency correspondent in 
Khartoum. 
Excerpts were 
broadcast by Radio Baghdad 
and monitored in Beirut. 
Ethiopian authorities also 
have prevented relief aid sent 
by international rescue organi­ 
zations from reaching the 
Eritrean people, the spokesman 
said. 
He appealed to the world to 
save the Eritrean people from 
the economic siege imposed on 
the Eritrean capital of Asmara. 


LISBON. Portugal (UPI) - 
The military government today 
officially approved Portugal’s 
ruling three-man junta, legaliz­ 
ing the new leadership over 
strong protests by moderates. 
The military’s 30-member 
Revolutionary Council an­ 
nounced the decision after a 13- 
hour meeting 
Military sources said five 
moderate officers tried unsu- 
cessfully to get the council to 
discard the junta proposal. 
The junta, composed of 
Prime Minister Vasco Goncal- 
ves, Military Security Chief 
Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho and 
President Francisco de Costa 
Gomes, was created last Fri­ 
day by the military govern­ 
ment’s 240-member assembly, 
but the move needed approval 
by the top-level Council to 
become constitutionally legal. 


Under the new arrangement, 
the junta replaces the Council 
as the ultimate governing 
power in Portugal and the 
Council becomes a consultative 
body. 


The council also debated 
cabinet candidates picked by 
Goncalves during the 13-hour 
meeting.

Goncalves, the junta chief, 
has had trouble finding cabinet 
ministers since the withdrawal 
of moderates from the govern­ 
ment nearly two weeks ago. 


Several Socialist party lead­ 
ers have refused to participate 
in a Goncalves-led cabinet and 


have attacked the three junta 
members. 
Political sources have said 
the new cabinet, replacing a 
left-of-center coalition that col­ 
lapsed two weeks ago. would be 
made up mainly of Com­ 
munists. Marxists and left-wing 
military officers. 
The moderate Socialist and 
Popular Democratic parties, 
representing two-thirds of the 
country's voters, quit the 
cabinet 13 days ago to protest 
the military regime’s increas­ 
ing move to the left.

Aerosol spray ban asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
environmental group, citing 
new evidence of damage to the 
earth’s protective ozone layer, 
asked the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration today to ban 
aerosol sprays with fluorocar- 
bon propellants. 
The Natural Resources De­ 
fense Council said balloon 
measurements taken last 
month by the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra­ 
tion and the National Center for 
Atmospheric Research provide 
the first conclusive proof that 
fluorocarbon gases are destroy­ 
ing the ozone layer. 
Previous tests, the group 


said, went only about 19 
kilometers above the earth, 
roughly the beginning of the 
ozone layer which filters out the 
sun’s harmful ultraviolet rays. 
The effects beyond that point 
were largely speculative, said 
Ruby Compton, a lawyer for the 
group The new tests reached 26 
kilometers and showed the sun 
was breaking down the 
fluorocarbons with increasing 
intensity as the probe moved 
upward, she said. 
When the fluorocarbons are 
broken down, chlorine atoms 
are released and destroy the 
ozone.

Solar heating of homes 


coming close to reality 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Solar heating of homes is closer 
to reality than most people 
think, according to the inventor 
of a backyard solar energy fur­ 
nace. 
“ Widespread use of solar 
power is not 10 years away as 
everyone says. It’s more like 
four,” according to John Keyes, 
president of the Colorado-based 
International 
Solarthermics 
Corp.. a solar energy research 
firm. 
Keyes and his associates 
developed their backyard solar 
furnace a year ago in response 
to the energy shortage He ex­ 
pects 5,000 of the furnaces, 
which sell for about $5,000, to be 
in operation by the end of this 
year. 
Keyes demonstrated his fur­ 
nace this week during the Inter­ 
national Solar Energy Con­ 
gress at UCLA. 
He said solar energy can take 
up the heating slack left by a 
predicted 25 per cent decline in 
domestic gas supplies by 1980. 
His furnace, which looks like 
a nine-foot-tall A-frame wooden 
tool shed with an all-glass 
southern exposure, converts 
sunlight into heat the same way 
an automobile does when left 


with its windows tightly closed 
on a hot day. 
It will not provide all of a 
building's heat. Keyes said, but 
is designed to plug into existing 
heating ducts and supplement a 
home’s conventional furnace. 
To heat a home by itself, 
Keyes said, the furnace would 
have to be too large and expen­ 
sive to be practical. 
“ The furnace is oversized for 
Los Angeles, where it could 
provide about 90 per cent of the 
heating for a 3,000-square-foot 
home with average windows 
and no cathedral ceilings,” he 
said In more severe climates, 
such as New York or Chicago, 
that figure would fall to 30 or 40 
per cent.

Detroit riot area 


reported quiet

Hundreds of riot-equipped 
police roamed deserted streets 
early today in a west side 
neighborhood that was the 
scene of two consecutive nights 
of violence They found only 
quiet. 
Although hundreds of officers 
remained in the area Wednes­ 
day night and early today, 
police scrapped plans to cordon 
off the center of the troubles 
that erupted Monday and Tues­ 
day nights. 
“ I think we made one arrest 
in the area,” a police spokes­ 
man said, “ and that was for 
public intoxication.” 
Police Chief Philip Tannian's 
order mobilizing many of the 
city’s 4.500 police remained in 
force pending further evalua­ 
tion of the situation. 
One factor that contributed to 


the relaxation, officials said, 
was the reappearance in court 
of a white tavern owner who 
shot and fatally wounded an 18- 
year old black Monday night. 
That incident sparked the 
first night of disorder. 
The tavern owner, Andrew 
Chinarian, 39. was charged with 
second-degree murder and 
released on $500 bond. The low 
amount of bond enraged many 
blacks and some tried to bum 
Chinarian's tavern. 
The scene of the unrest, a 
mainly black neighborhood 
about seven miles from down­ 
town. was quiet all day Wednes­ 
day. 
Broken windows and debris- 
strewn streets were the only 
signs that remained of the burn­ 
ing, looting and sporadic street 
violence that injured at least 12

San Bernardino man 


in decision to die 


SAN BERNARDINO. Calif. 
(U PI) — Chuck McCracken has 
begun exercising what he calls 
his “ right to die.” 
McCracken has made his own 
funeral arrangements. He has 
ordered doctors to halt the 
treatments that keep him alive. 
He expects to die of uremic 
poisoning — caused by a 
malfunctioning kidney — in two 
or three weeks. 
McCracken. 36. has suffered 
from complications of diabetes 
since the age of 14. Eight years 
ago he had to give up work as a 
television repairman when he 
went blind 
He has been 
paralyzed from the knees down 
since March. 
He has been kept alive for 
three months by painful dial­ 
ysis treatments, in which he is 
connected to a machine — an 
artificial kidney — to purify his 
blood. The blood is drawn out of 
his body into the machine, 
purified and returned. 
“ My blood pressure would 
suddenly drop and I wouldn’t be 
able to breathe. They would 
raise my legs above my head to 
help me recover and that would 
be sheer agony,” he said. 
Even with that, doctors said, 
he had only a 30 per cent chance 
to live another year. He decided 
two weeks ago he would not go 
through the treatment again. 
He prefers death to pain. 
His wife and doctors and 
nurses at Loma Linda Universi­ 
ty Medical Center persuaded 
him to think it over. 
He did, and decided last week 
on death. 
He has been off the machine 
for nine days, growing steadily 
weaker at his home.

Flour, sugar 


prices slated 


for increase

If you didn’t stock up on flour 
and sugar today, you may be 
too late. Wholesale prices on 
both will be up by Friday — at 
least from two food processors. 
The increases apparently are 
after-effects of the large Soviet 
purchases of grain from the 
United States and sugar on the 
international markets. 
General M ills, in Min­ 
neapolis, one of the nation's 
largest m illers, raised 
wholesale flour prices 1.6 cents 
a pound effective Friday and 
Amstar, the nation’s largest 
sugar producer, raised its 
wholesale prices effective im­ 
mediately. 
The wholesale price of a five- 
pound bag of grocery sugar rose 
to $1.64 from $1.54 two weeks 
ago. It was as low as $1.21 on 
July 1. 


The increase in flour prices 
affects only that purchased on 
grocery shelves and not bulk 
flour used in the mass produc­ 
tion of bread and other bakery 
products. 


Coffee prices also went up 
this week, and Chairman 
Arthur Bums of the Federal 
Reserve Board predicts higher 
prices for bread as a result of 
the Russian wh^at purchases.

United Press International 
The people were moving out 
and rattlesnakes were moving 
in across flood-swept portions 
of northwestern Florida. 
Floods — triggered by a stub­ 
born tropical depression that 
has refused to move off its 
center over southern Mississip­ 
pi — pushed rivers over their 
banks in Florida and brought 
heavy rains to other portions of 
the South. 
Rising waters near Panama 
City, Fla., moved rattlesnakes 
into two homes and people out 
of 12 others. A 7.83-inch rainfall 
Wednesday brought the total 
three-day rainfall for the area 
to more than 14 inches. 
The storms were blamed for 
one death in Florida. 
Bay County officers at 
Panama City reported Wednes­ 
day the death of James Hun- 
nicut, a vacationer from In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., who drowned 
while fishing for scallops in St. 
Joe Bay, 30 miles southeast of 
Panama City. 
Officers said Hunnicut was 
fishing with three other men — 
Robert Allen of Indianapolis 
and James Hanners and Roland 
Lynn of Panama City — when 


their 16-foot boat capsized in 
rough seas Tuesday night. 
The Little, the Ochlockonee, 
the St. Marks and the Aucilla 
rivers were at or near flood 
stage today and were expected 
to rise two to four feet over 
their banks through Saturday. 
Several roads were closed 
late Wednesday but most were 
expected to be open today. The 
state patrol, however, 
cautioned motorists to be wary 
of flooded low lying sections 
Isolated showers, some fall­ 
ing at the rate of four inches an 
hour, also hit parts of southwest 
Georgia and southern Alabama, 
adding to the heavy drainage 
into northwest Florida rivers. 
Harvesting of Washington 
State’s largest wheat crop ever 
came to halt Wednesday as 
heavy rains soaked that portion 
of the Northwest. 
Renewed rains also fell 
Wednesday night in mud- 
bogged Utah, where rains trig­ 
gered mud and rock slides 
Tuesday and sent an 18-foot 
wall of water cascading down 
the Virgin River in Zion 
National Park. 
Two persons were killed in 
the Utah storms Tuesday.

"Some of the largest corpora­ 
tions in the world are receiving 
governmental subsidies and 
they are putting people out of 
work by increasing automa­ 
tion," he added. 
"Right now we place a high 
value on automation, but as you 
automate people you put them 
out of work." 
Brown said jobs can be 
created by backing housing 
loans for inner city areas, ex­ 
panding the rural ecology corps 
program to urban areas and 
urging business leaders to take 
positive action But he added 
that massive government 
employment is not the answer. 


"What concerns me.” Brown 
said, "is the prospect that 
everybody is going to end up 
working for the government. I 
personally would not like to see 
the government become the 
employer of last resort, or even 
the employer of first resort."

Air Force financed 
hallucinogen tests 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Air Force says it financed five 
projects at major universities 
in which LSD or other hal­ 
lucinogens were given to about 
100 civilians, including mental 
patients. 
The Air Force said the testing 
occurred between 1958 and 1972 
at Duke University, Tufts 
University, the University of 
Minnesota, New York Uni­ 
versity and the University of 
Missouri under contracts totall­ 
ing $222,000. 
The studies "were conducted 
to investigate possible uses of 
the drug in treating severe psy­ 
chiatric disorders and to in­ 
vestigate human behavior pat­ 
terns inherent in use of these 
drugs," the Air Force said in a 
statement Wednesday. It said 
the tests were conducted "in 
controlled clinical areas ... by 
highly qu alified in ves­ 
tigators." 
The Army this week suspend­ 
ed its 20-year program of 
chemical and drug tests to

The Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency, according to the 
Rockefeller Commission, also 
tested LSD, at times on un­ 
suspecting subjects. 
An Air Force spokesman said 
he did not know whether its test 
subjects signed consent orders 
before they were given LSD. 
The Air Force gave this run­ 
down of projects conducted at 
the universities: 
—Duke University School of 
Medicine under an $80,000 con­ 
tract tested five civilian 
volunteers in a project which 
ran from 1958 to 1960. 
—Tufts University got $10,000 
from the Air Force for a 
mescaline study, running from 
1962 to 1965, in which 20 civilian 
volunteers participated. 
—The Minnesota University 
Department of Pharmacology, 
from 1965 to 1968, did "human 
research studies" involving 12 
psychiatric patients and 30 
civilians under a $56,000 con­ 
tract. Animal studies also were 
conducted. 
—Missouri University Insti­ 
tute of Psychiatry, used seven 
psychiatric patient3 in research 
from 1969 to 1972 under a $56,000 
contract. 
—A New York University 
project under a $20,000 contract 
in March 1960 involved 30 
civilians. 
The Air Force also said tests 
on cats and rabbits, but not 
human subjects, were conduct­ 
ed at UCLA Brain Research In­ 
stitute and the Instituto 
Superiore di Sanita in Rome, 
Italy, in the 1960s. 


Friend s defy 


prohibition 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
American Friends Service 
Committee says it has begun 
buying supplies for shipment to 
Vietnam in defiance of a 
government prohibition. 
The Quakers group, although 
given government approval to 
send $575,000 worth of food, 
medical and school supplies to 
Vietnam, has been denied per­ 
mission to send more than 
$300,000 worth of machinery 
and agricultural equipment. 
But spokeswoman Catharine 
Harrington said Wednesday the 
AFSC’s Hong Kong office has 
been given a list of supplies to 
purchase. "They are proceed­ 
ing along our priority lines,’’ 
she said.

He said the law, which 
prohibits any dealing with Viet­ 
nam under the Trading with the 
Enemy Act, would not be 
violated until goods actually 
are delivered to Vietnam. The 
law provides jail penalties and 
fines for violators.

He's still a Ram 
Bryant wins round 1

Out of the doghouse came John Ellis — 
just in time to put the bite on the 
Baltimore Orioles’ would-be American 
League East pennant drive. 
Only a couple of weeks ago Ellis was 
benched and publicly chastised for 
“ selfish” play by Cleveland Indians’ 
manager Frank Robinson. But after a 
still-unconfirmed apology, Ellis got 
himself back into the Indians’ lineup and 
Wednesday night slammed a two-run 
homer that beat the Orioles 3-1 and kept 
them from improving their eight-game 
deficit on first-place Boston (which also 
lost) in the American League East. 
“ I don’t have a doghouse,” said 
Robinson in response to questions about 
Ellis’ recent publicized benching. “ My 
original quote on the incident was ‘he 
will not play another game until he 
comes to me about his attitude.’ He did.” 
Ellis, however, pleaded the fifth. 
“ I have nothing to say about it,” said 
the Tribe catcher, who followed a leadoff 
double by Rico Carty with his sixth 
homer of the year to break up a 1-1 tie in 
the eighth. 
Robinson, an ex-Oriole, meanwhile, is­ 
sued a warning to his ex-mates. “ I think 
Boston can be caught,” the Indians’ skip­ 
per said, “ but somebody better get to 
them quick or they can forget it.” 
Dennis Eckersley, the Indians’ 20-year 
old rookie righthander outdueled the 
veteran Cuellar, giving up four hits and 
striking out nine in going the distance. 
The Oriole run was a homer by Ken 
Singleton in the seventh. Charlie Spikes’ 
solo homer gave Cleveland a 1-0 lead in 
the fifth. 
Brewers 6, Red Sox 2 
Sixto Lezcano’s three-run eighth inning 
homer and Jim Slaton’s six-hit pitching 


prevented the Red Sox from moving even 
farther out in front of the distant Orioles. 
Lezcano’s homer, with George Scott and 
Henry Aaron aboard, improved on a 3-2 
Brewers’ lead and helped Slaton even his 
record at 10-10. Dwight Evans homered 
for Boston. 
Angels 5, White Sox 4 
Jim Kaat was cruising along toward 
his 16th victory when he blew a 4-2 lead 
in the ninth inning, loading the bases 
with Angefs. Reliever Rich Gossage 
came on and walked home one run before 
giving up a game-winning two-run single 
to pinch hitter John Doherty. Nolan 
Ryan (12-11) went the route for the win 
despite yielding eight hits and seven 
walks. 
A’s 1, Rangers 0 
Bert Campaneris’ solo homer in the 
third inning accounted for the game’s 
only run and Ken Holtzman with ninth in­ 
ning help from relievers Rollie Fingers 
and Paul Lindblad made it stand up. 
Ferguson Jenkins (12-12) took the loss 
despite yielding just five hits and no 
walks. 
Yankees 2, Tigers 1 
Rudy May fired a three-hitter and 
Thurman Munson singled home the tie- 
breaking run in the sixth inning as the 
Yankees moved up to nine games behind 
Boston and one behind the second-place 
Baltimore in the AL East. May (10-6) 
retired 15 of the last 16 batters he faced. 
Roy White doubled home the first 
Yankee run off loser Mickey Lolich (10- 
10). 
Royals 6, Twins 4 
Fred Patek drove home three runs, 
two of them during a four-run fourth in­ 
ning Royals’ uprising, and rookie Dennis 
Leonard went 6 2-3 innings to gain his 
eighth win. 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Running 
back Cullen Bryant won a reprieve from 
being forced to leave the Los Angeles 
Rams and play for the Detroit Lions — 
but only temporarily. 
U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. 
Ferguson Wednesday issued a tem­ 
porary restraining order halting the as­ 
signment of Bryant to the Lions on the 
grounds the National Football League’s 
Option Compensatory Rule, also known 
as the Roselle Rule, was a violation of 
the Sherman Antitrust Act. 
Under the rule, a team must compen­ 
sate another team for acquiring its free 
agent. 
Bryant was awarded to the Lions by 
Commissioner Pete Roselle in exchange 
for receiver Ron Jessie, who played out 
his option last year with Detroit and was 
signed by the Rams. 
The Rams and Lions were unable to 
come to terms for Jessie, and Roselle 
stepped in to award Bryant to Detroit, 
the first time the rule has been invoked. 
Ferguson set Aug. 12 to hear argu­ 
ments on whether to issue a preliminary 
injunction, which would mean the Rams 
would still have jurisdiction over Bryant. 


The 24-year-old veteran, contending 
for the No. 1 running back job with the 
Rams, said he did not want to go to 
Detroit and went to court Tuesday to ask 
for a restraining order. 
Ferguson said Bryant was “ entitled to 
better treatment” and also said the 
“ economic power of the NFL has 
become ... truly awesome.” 
The judge added: 
“ The awesome control of the commis­ 
sioner may be necessary for efficient 
management of the league...but the rule 
of reason is not merely wiped aside by 
such necessity.”

American Jack Robertson “swam like a 
champion” for 18 hours, his powerful 
arms pulling his semi-paralyzed body 
through the choppy waters of the English 
Channel. 
The exhausted paraplegic, paralyzed 
from the waist down, came within sight 
of the French coast Wednesday night 
before giving up his attempt to cross the 
channel. 
“Jack swam like a champion,” escort 
Don Philabaum said this morning. “He 
got within a half-mile of Cap-GrisNez 
about 11:30 p.m. Wednesday but just 
couldn’t make it.” 
Philabaum, who returned to the 
English coast with the 25-year-old swim­ 
mer after accompanying Robertson in an 
escort boat, blamed the failure on a late 


start. 
“ It was the tide, because we started 
late and we had fog most of the way 
over,” he said. “ Now Jack is very, very 
tired.” 


In Folkestone, the swimmer was 
greeted by his parents, William and Vera 
Robertson, of Amhurst, Ohio. The couple 
sat out the hours in a channel-side hotel. 


Philabaum said it was too early to say 
if Robertson would make a new attempt 
to swim the 21-mile channel — con­ 
quered by fewer than 300 swimmers in 
the 100 years since Capt. Matthew Webb 
made it first. 


Robertson, a basketball coach in Scott­ 
sdale, Ariz., was a top swimmer before 
being paralyzed in an October, 1969, 
automobile accident. 


Connors: villain or victim?

NEW YORK (U PI) — Jimmy Connors stands all 
alone now, branded as a hopeless, selfish renegade, or 
a modern day Benedict Arnold with tennis racquet 
turning his back on his country in its greatest hour of 
need. 
His high crime? 
Jimmy Connors, the No. 1 tennis player in the whole 
world, simply refuses to play on the U.S. Davis Cup 
team, a team fairly crying for help, having been 
nothing less than an absolute disaster the past two 
years. 
Nobody, except those closest to him, like his mother, 
or his best friend and adviser, Bill Riordan, can un­ 
derstand why he won’t budge or merely bend a little 
from his fixed, rockhard position. Everybody who is 
supposed to have any influence with him keeps trying 
to get him to change his mind, and this makes him look 
more of a villain yet, but looks have a way of being 
deceiving sometimes. 
Jimmy Connors isn’t a villain or a turncoat at all, 
although he seems to be with some who are concerned 
only with the U.S. recapturing the Davis Cup. 
He has as much pride as anybody representing the 
United States in Congress today. All he ever dreamed 
of since he was a kid was playing for the Davis Cup 
team, but he’s convinced a certain few in tennis 
deliberately are going out of their way to make him 
look bad, and when that happens, what does any red- 
blooded 22-year-old American young man do? He 
stands up and rebels. 
This, in essence, is what Jimmy Connors is doing. 
First be refused to play for a Davis Cup team cap­ 
tained by Dennis Ralston because of Ralston’s close 


ties with the Association of Tennis Professionals, a 
group Connors has declined to join because he does not 
agree with their principles. 
Now he says he’ll play on the U.S. Davis Cup team in 
a minute, but not while Tony Trabert is captain of the 
team. And that’s where the problem arises. 
Tony Trabert was named captain Wednesday by U.S. 
Tennis Association President Stan Malless. Less than 
five minutes after the announcement, Trabert had the 
obvious question put to him. What about Jimmy Con­ 
nors? 
“ I hope Connors plays,” he said. “ I would be sad if 
he didn’t. Sad for the team, sad for the country, and for 
Jimmy, himself.” 
Other U.S.T.A. officials said the same thing. 
There is the feeling in some quarters that Bill 
Riordan is urging Connors not to play for the Davis 
Cup team, but that isn’t true at all. Riordan, in fact, 
has tried to persuade Connors to relent and play. 
“Tony and I are singing the same duet,” said 
Riordan at his Salisbury, Md., law office when he 
heard what Trabert had to say. 
“ I just left Jimmy last night and told him substan­ 
tially the same thing. But I do think some of those peo­ 
ple are a little late in making those speeches. Jimmy 
has made up his mind not to play as long as Trabert is 
captain of the team, and he won’t change his mind. 
He’s got too much character to back down. He will not 
prostitute himself to hypocrisy.” 
Part of the trouble goes back to some comments 
Trabert made on television. 
“ He had some very uncomplimentary things to say 
about Jimmy, uncomplimentary and inaccurate 
things, and Jimmy was upset about that,” said 
Riordan. “ Trabert did the commentary for Jimmy’s 


matches with Rod Laver and John Newcombe in Las 
Vegas and said Jimmy liked to be known as ‘arrogant.’ 
That whole thing started in an airport when a reporter 
asked Jimmy if enjoyed being called ‘brash.’ Jimmy 
laughed and said ‘don’t call me brash, call me ar­ 
rogant.’ He said it in jest but that wasn’t the way it 
came out when Trabert said it on television. He took it 
as a straight line, which it wasn’t. 
"When that was brought to Trabert’s attention, he 
said he was only quoting from a magazine. Well, he 
simply hadn’t done his homework. I told him that and 
he got uptight about it. ‘When I was a kid playing, he'd 
have been suspended for saying something like that,' 
Trabert said. I told him it’s an entirely different era 
we’re living in now. ‘Not for me, it isn’t,’ he said. 
After Connors beat Newcombe in Las Vegas, 
Riordan and Trabert had a talk. Trabert told Riordan 
he didn’t understand what Connors was so upset about. 
“ He said he had some feelings that he might be 
named Davis Cup captain and he knew there were 
some problems between him and Jimmy,” said 
Riordan. “ Trabert said he’d like to set up an appoint­ 
ment so they could resolve their differences, and I told 
him, fine, we'd set up a date. That was April 26th, and 
I’ve never heard from him again.” 
In June, Joe Carrico, chairman of the U.S. Davis 
Cup committee, contacted Connors and Riordan and 
told them they wanted to keep politics out of the selec­ 
tion of a captain for the U.S. team. Carrico had a list of 
40 candidates, Connors said he'd be happy to play for 
anybody except Trabert. 
“The say they want Jimmy to play for them and then 
they go ahead and name Trabert,” said Riordan. 
“ They call Jimmy defiant, but I think they’re the ones 
who are being defiant. It’s almost as if they have a 
death wish.”

Her husband, Dwight, 40, 
maintains her motor in tip-top 
shape, but she says he thinks 
the speed is too fast for com­ 
fort 
“ He says it’s too dangerous,” 
she laughed. “ I think it’s a chal­ 
lenge. I like it.” 
Mrs. Rife, just back from a 
race in North Carolina, puts her 
boat to another test this 
weekend at Long Beach, Calif., 
where sfye is entered in a 
national drag boat competition. 
She races against the clock in 
a qualifing run Saturday and, if 
she makes it, she’ll be going 
against a man in the finals Sun­ 
day. 
Her husband and two teen- 
aged daughters are avid drag 
racing fans. 
Rife also is her principal 
backer, fan and mechanic. 
“ 1 wouldn’t run without 
him,” she said. "He maintains 
the boat on race day, makes 
sure everything is tight and 
takes care of everything on the 
boat.” 
Mrs. Rife just bought a 2,000- 
horsepower motor ami hopes to 
set top speed records with it. 
She says her new acquistion 
will be able to propel her up to 
195 mph, about 8 mph slower 
than the present speed record 
held by a man. 
Her interest in speed started 
with a family ski boat that went 
90 mph. Ever since—eight 
years, to be exact—she’s been 
going faster and faster. 
To help support her speed 
habit, she works three days a 
week as a machinist. The rest 
of the time she’s a housewife. 
“ I first got started working 
machines at a boat shop,” she 
explained. “ I didn’t work big 
machines, but I always liked 
it.”

Mrs. Rife wasn’t the first 
woman in drag racing, but she 
presently is the only one in the 
sport and holds the top mark in 
the women’s class. 
“ It’s just me and all those 
terrible men," she said jokin­ 
gly. 
Mrs. Rife has never been hurt 
as a drag boat racer, but she 
said if she ever did, that would 
be the time to quit.

A well-aimed hand grenade could put a 
lock of the Panama Canal out of commis­ 
sion for a month; a blast at the Gatun 
Dam that emptied the Gatun Lake would 
disable the canal for two years till rain­ 
fall refilled the big artificial reservoir. 
We are playing for those stakes, and 
stakes a lot higher, in the current climax 
of our 11-year treaty negotiations with 
Panama which few Americans know 
anything about and in which President 
Ford and Henry Kissinger are 
overwhelmingly right, and the obstruc­ 
tionists and chauvinists in Congress are 
overwhelmingly wrong. 
More serious than possible temporary 
interruption of the Canal is the pos­ 
sibility that we are heading toward a 
Vietnam guerrilla war situation in the 
Western Hemisphere — right on our 
back porch, so to speak, — which will put 
the sentiment of the world against us, 
solidify Latin America and, in the long 
run, profit nobody but Communists. The 
United States has no more reason to try 
to retain colonial status over the Canal 
Zone “in perpetuity,” in the words of 
Teddy Roosevelt’s 1930 Treaty, than does 
Portugal over Angola and Mozambique

which she has wisely relinquished. 
Colonialism is on the way out all over the 
world and this applies to the United 
States, as it recently found out in Viet­ 
nam. 
Here are a couple of recent comments 
about Panama to put it in context: Ale­ 
jandro Orfila, secretary general, 
Organization of American States last 
week, “It is the moat important issue 
that we have in America today.” Henry 
Kissinger, speaking in Minneapolis said 
that there is the possibility of ”a kind of 
nationalistic, guerilla type of operation 
that we have not seen before in the 
Western Hemisphere.” As to the 
fragility of the canal, a defense group of 
the Interoceanic Canal Study Commis­ 
sion in 1970 specifically noted the 
“vulnerability of the present canal” to 
thè attack of a relatively unsophisticated 
weapon, and warned that the Gatun Lake 
which feeds the canal might be emptied 
for a possible two years by a simple 
breach of the dam. 
President Ford heads for Helsinki, 
Congress heads for vacation, and as­ 
sorted time bombs — Panama, the 
energy crisis, and eight and a half mil- 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Solzhenitsyn 


WASHINGTON - In the first 
published volume of his monumental 
novel of Russia in World War I, with the 
title August 1914, Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn 
has a passage that speaks to what may 
be closest to his heart He describes the 
pilgrimage paid by a young student to the 
great Tolstoy at Tolstoy’s estate, 
Yasnaya Plyana 
The stu d en t, en 
route to the front at 
the start of the war, 
recalls how four years 
before he had gone on 
fo o t, hoping fo r 
perhaps no more than 
a glimpse of the man 
he revered. 
Encountering 
Tolstoy in a wooded 
glade on his estate, he 
is rendered alm ost 
speechless when, as he 
puts it, he hears the “voice of the Lord of 
Hosts Himself” addressing him 
Tolstoy tells the student that the world 
can be redeemed only by love and love 
alone This encounter, by the young man 
with Tolstoy at the very end of his life in 
fiction, yet it expresses the kinship 
between the two heroic men who figure 
so largely in the ordeal of the Russian 
people. 
For Solzhenitsyn, like Tolstoy, is a 
( 
rophet as well as a great writer, 
olstoy was an enemy of czarist repres­ 
sion as Solzhenitsyn is an enemy of the 
far more savage brutality of Communist 
totalitarian rule. 
As he has indicated, Solzhenitsyn 
shares the Tolstoyan contempt for the 
bourgeois virtues that put profit ahead of 
righteousness. Christian socialism 
roughly fit Tolstoy’s beliefs and so it 
may the approach of Solzhenitsyn. 
TTiat this latter-day prophet should 
have become a rallying point for conser­ 
vatives and reactionaries in American 
political life is an irony that historians of 
the future will find hard to understand. 
Knowing so little, really, of our 
political life, he can hardly be aware of 
the uses to which his towering name and 
reputation are being put. 
Let me say that in my opinion the 
White House was mistaken in, at the out­ 
set, not arranging for a brief visit with 
President Ford. This would have taken 
the whole matter out of politics and few 
could argue that such a visit would harm 
detente with the Soviet Union. 
The dispute over the failure to receive 
the prophet occurred as preparations 
were going forward for the joint U.S.- 


E.G. Waters 


Soviet space adventure. The docking of 
Apollo and Soyuz 140 miles above the 
earth was seen on television screens not 
only in America but in the Soviet Union 
and around the world. Here was visible 
evidence, whatever its ultimate mean­ 
ing, of at least symbolic cooperation un­ 
der the detente. 
On the evils of the Soviet system, 
Solzhenitsyn speaks with the truth of one 
who has known them in all their horror 
at first hand What he would have the 
United States do to free the Russian peo­ 
ple is less clear. 
He believes that detente is merely a 
way for the Soviets to get the economic 
and technological help that will fill in the 
serious gaps in their own system. The 
end will thus be to insure the continuing 
enslavement of the Russian people. 
But if there are uncertainties about 
how far he would go, his champions have 
no hesitation. Apostles of the cold war 
such as Sens. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina and Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina claim the prophet as their own. 
They are using him to attack President 
Ford and Secretary Kissinger, whose 
foreign policies they oppose almost 
without exception. 
Solzhenitsyn’s host, George Meany of 
the AFL-CIO, has little understanding of 
or sym pathy with the C hristian 
socialism of Tolstoy or Solzhenitsyn's 
righteous view of man’s role on earth. 
Meany is an old-fashioned trade union 
operator out to get the highest possible 
wages for the craft unions that were his 
initial power base. 
Meany is also an isolationist whose 
political thrust in recent months has 
been to put up the tariff barriers against 
foreign imports. It is a view of Fortress 
America with the American wage earner 
on a peak far above the rest of mankind. 
Solzhenitsyn may or may not have 
been aware of this background. In any 
event, Meany gave him an impressive 
forum and he used it to the greatest ad­ 
vantage. Denouncing the evils of his 
native land, so eloquently portrayed in 
“The First Circle.” “The Cancer Ward” 
and “The Gulag Archipelago,” he drew 
repeated cheers. 
In the broad spectrum of public opi­ 
nion, the Solzhenitsyn affair must seem 
minor as measured against the Apollo- 
Soyuz docking. It would be surprising if 
one out of a hundred Americans could 
identify his name or, for that matter, 
Tolstoy’s name. But his righteous fury at 
the cruelties, the terrible injustices, of 
Communism will not soon be forgotten.

Retired state workers 


There is good news and theie is bad 
news for retired state employes. The 
good news is that all who hung up their 
gloves prior to January 1974 will receive 
adjustments in their pensions. This hap­ 
py tidings will become real starting with 
their August 1 checks. 
The increases will range from a 
minimum of three per cent up to 15 per 
cent for those who retired before 
January 1,1966. The raises are intended 
to compensate the pensioners for the in­ 
flation which has occurred since their 
retirement. 
The state already has provided 
automatic annual cost of living in­ 
creases. But inflation recognition was 
not commenced soon enough and was too 
little at the start, being only one per 
cent, later upped to two. 
The one shot adjustment therefore, 
contained in SB 877, authored by Senator 
Clair Berryhill, which proposed to 
restore the pensions to the dollar value 
possessed at the time the employe 
retired, falls short of the mark. Even 
with the annual one and two per cent al­ 
lowances, the rate of inflation has been 
far greater than the one time grant can 
match. 
Still, it must be good news to know that 
those who have served the public 
faithfully have not been completely 
forgotten. 
The bad news is that the Legislature 
failed to amend the annual adjustment 
figures to something more realistic than 
the present two per cent. 
The retired people had sought to raise 
this automatic figure to a five per cent 
annual raise and then dropped their 
sights to three per cent. In times when 
annual costs of living is jumping at more 
than ten per cent in one year, the annual 
adjustment continues to be totally inade- 


quate. 
Pointing to the pension provisions for 
federal employes which call for quarter­ 
ly reviews of the cost index with parallel 
increases to any rises whenever they ex­ 
ceed one per cent, the retired had asked 
for both the one-time adjustment and ac­ 
tual cost of living index increases 
thereafter. 
Their contention is that they have all 
contributed to the retirement fund, many 
at rates higher than those made by cur­ 
rent workers. These contributions have 
enabled the fund to invest in securities 
and, through such earnings, build it to 
more than 86 billion. They see 
themselves as shareholders. They resent 
being denied adequate annual adjust­ 
ments at the same time the current 
employe contributions have been further 
reduced. 
They also contend their bargain with 
the state was that, after satisfactory ser­ 
vice, they would be retired on a set 
percentage of their salary. As inflation 
has eroded the dollar and at the same 
time witnessed substantial salary in­ 
creases for the jobs they left, they no 
longer receive the contracted percen­ 
tage of that pay. 
What really galls is, in the face of the 
plea that there is no money, to see the 
Senate vote welfare payments up to a 
$270 monthly minimum. Many retired 
state workers who receive less than that 
are wondering why they ever bothered to 
work. 
Also reneged upon by the Legislature 
is the promised survivor benefits for the 
retired although such benefits have been 
granted all future retirees. 
Spokesmen for the employe’s retire­ 
ment agency say they see little hope for 
any remedy to the omissions before next 
year.

Detente in science 


The Apollo 13 astronauts are 
now apparently out of danger 
from breathing noxious gas on 
their return to earth and are 
now enjoying reunions with 
their families on the sunny 
sands of Hawaii. 


It is time for reflection on 
the merits of the Apollo and 
Soyuz space venture which can 
only be described as eminently 
successful in the current era 
of detente. We feel it will be a 
long time before U.S.-Soviet 
scientific cooperation again 
produces 
anything 
as 
dramatic and imagination- 
capturing. 


Apollo-Soyuz, however, 
represented only one of a 
group of scien tific and 
technological programs in­ 
volving the two countries. The 
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other programs, most of which 
have grown out of the 1972 
meeting between former 
President Nixon and Soviet 
leader Brezhnev, run the 
gamut from cancer research 
to earthquake detection, from 
atomic energy to transporta­ 
tion. Discoveries in any one of 
these fields could prove more 
meaningful to earth-bound 
humanity than any number of 
handshakes in space. 


For example, Soviet earth­ 
quake science, said to be a 
decade ahead of our own, has 
helped U.S. geologists to 
forecast small earthquakes in 
California and New York. A 
Soviet drug called florafur is 
being used in the treatment of 
cancer in a hospital in 
Houston. American and Rus- 


sian medical researchers have 
exchanged about 120 anti 
cancer drugs, as well as other 
drugs. Other joint endeavors 
have included the study of 
ocean current, transmission of 
high-voltage electricity and 
exchange of air-pollution con­ 
trol equipment and monitoring 
instruments. 


Detente, like true love, has 
not always run smooth, unfor­ 
tunately. Both sides still suffer 
from the old cold war men­ 
tality and fear giving away 
technological secrets to the 
other. At base, both sides re­ 
main potential adversaries. 


Nevertheless, compared 
with the situation that existed 
only a few years ago, the on 
going scientific cooperation 
has to be rated as significant. 


Virgil and Henry 


When I asked Virgil Phelps and Henry 
Dettamanti, the other night, whether 
they planned to seek re-election to their 
seats on Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District of directors, they both 
said, yes. However, the tone of the affir­ 
mation in each case, showed the question 
came as something of a surprise. 
It was almost as 
though they were say­ 
ing, “why of couse, 
I’m going to run,” but 
hadn’t given all that 
much thought to the 
elective process. 
Phelps, however, did 
buttress 
his 
statement with the 
proviso that he might 
not run if a big 
spending opponent 
entered the field 
against him. His con­ 
cern was probably for naught. No one, 
present Tuesday in Santa Ynez, or with 
whom I spoke later, had heard of any 
potential challengers to the two incum­ 
bents. If there are no opponents, and can­ 
didates can file for the office between 
Aug. 7 and 29, there will be no election. 
The board of directors would merely 
send off a note to the board of super­ 
visors indicating their recommendation 
that the two incumbents be formally ap­ 
pointed to succeed themselves. 
If that happens, the district would save 
the 81,000 that Boyd Bettencourt, district 
secretary has included in the budget for 
the election. Some question arose as to 
the sufficiency of the 81,000. County elec­ 
tions chief Bob Kirkpatrick said the 
water district election could cost sub­ 
stantially more than that amount. He 
said the recent Exxon election had cost 
52 cents for eacji registered voter in the 
county. It is interesting that no one

knows how many registered voters could 
go to the polls in the two divisions 
represented by Phelps and Dettamanti. 
Kirkpatrick said they could only es­ 
timate the number of those who had 
registered for the election, because the 
boundaries of the five water district divi­ 
sions cut across normal precinct lines. It 
was much worse until a few years ago 
when some of the boundaries were 
redrawn. Before those clarifications, 
some of the boundaries went as the crow 
flies, so to speak. As the years passed, 
new roads and property divisions 
rendered the old boundaries 
meaningless. 
It seems like only yesterday that 
Phelps was elected to the board, but it’s 
almost eight years since the turbulent 
days of 1967 and 1968, when voters in 
Division 2 turned out to choose Phelps, a 
pro-dam candidate, over his opposite- 
thinking opponent. Phelps favored the 
Lompoc Project which would have cap­ 
tured Santa Ynez River waters at the 
Narrows, southeast of the city. Two 
years later, voters elected Gary Dunlap 
in Division 1 on his promise to do all he 
could to further the cause of the project. 
When it became apparent that he could 
do nothing to save the faltering water 
reclamation project, he resigned. After 
some behind the scenes discussion, the 
supervisors appointed Richard Henning, 
to complete the unexpired term of office. 
Four years after Phelps was elected 
voters elected Dettamanti in Division 3. 
Dettamanti won handily. 
Now the two incumbents are running 
again, or will be if they file regulation 
nomination papers. They say they will. 
The Lompoc Project is out of the way 
as an issue, but there are still important 
issues. High on the list are sucn ques­ 
tions as how much to charge for state 
water, if and when the county decides to 
import it; and how to resolve the aggres­ 
sive push by south county entities for 
Cachuma water, or more accurately, for 
water in the Santa Ynez River?

lion unemployed — tick quietly at home 
In the calm summer of 1975, not making 
much news but perfectly audible if your 
ear is atuned. As to Panama we seem to 
be heading toward a confrontation; after 
11 years of intermittent treaty negotia­ 
tion the Ford Administration is just 
about ready to send to the Senate an in­ 
strument that will modernize our rela­ 
tions, but before it is even presented 
Congress has struck it two blows, in the 
Senate southern chauvinist Strom Thur­ 
mond (R) of South Carolina offers a 
resolution, that already has the neces­ 
sary one-third-plus-one votes, to defeat a 
treaty, and in the House, members ap­ 
prove a rider to an appropriation bill III 
to 164 declaring that no funds “shall be 
used for purposes of negotiating the sur­ 
render or relinquishment of any U.S. 
rights in the Panama Canal Zone.” 
Tension steadily mounts in Panama. 
Populist strong man General Omar Tor- 
rijos, sympathetic to the U.S., keeps 
volatile students in check but it is agreed 
that if he desired he could turn on 
violence like a faucet. There were riots 
in 1964 with 24 deaths and temporary 
severance of diplomatic relations. In a 
recent speech Ellsworth Bunker, US 
negotiator of the proposed new treaty, 
warned Americans solemnly that “the 
Canal is vulnerable to sabotage and ter­ 
roristic acts” and that "adherence to 
the status quo would more likely head to 
the Canal’s closure and loss.” Teddy 
Roosevelt “took” the Canal in 1903 when 
he sent gunboats to support Panama’s 
revolt from Colombia and presented a 
treaty a few days later. Secretary of 
State wrote a senator, “We shall have a 
Treaty very satisfactory, vastly advan­ 
tageous to the United States, and we 
must confess, not so advantageous to 
Panama.” A quick Senate ratification 
Hay wrote privately again, “You and I 
know very well how many points are in 
the Treaty to which many patriotic 
Panamanians would object.” 
President Eisenhower and every presi­ 
dent since then has favored modernizing 
this treaty of which Ambassador Bunker 
said publicly, “No nation, including ours, 
would accept today a Treaty which per­ 
mits exercise of rights as if sovereign on 
a foreign land in perpetuity.” It provides 
a zone 10-miles wide through the center 
of Panama into which, if one of the 2 mil­ 
lion citizens steps, he is at once out of 
tropical slums into a tidy verandahed 
middle-income North American com­ 
munity, with seven golf courses, speak­ 
ing a language he doesn’t understand, 
buying goods at commisariats cheaper 
than in the United States, and subjecting 
him to foreign laws, police and courts. 
Panama got into the 1964 election when 
Lyndon Johnson defended conciliation 
and Goldwater said Uncle Sam was be­ 
ing treated as a “spineless pushover.” 
Against mounting coirovative opposi­ 
tion Kissinger went tcrPanama in 1974 
and signed an 8-point preliminary 
“agreement in principle.” Whether 
President Ford will hold out against 
hawks in his party remains to be seen. 
GOP hardliners declare, like senator 
Thurmond, “The Canal Zone is both the 
territory and property of the United 
States. We paid for it and it is ours — in 
perpetuity.” 
By contrast Ambassador Bunker says, 
“We have never claimed sovereignty 
over the Canal Zone... we are the only 
country in the world exercising extra­ 
territoriality on the soil of another 
country.” He urges partnership. 
Actually the importance of the Canal 
to US defense is in question. The US paid 
810 million to Panama at the start, and 
the Canal cost a third of a billion dol­ 
lars It proved enormously valuable in 
sending heavy supplies to Vietnam in the 
war. But a recent analysis of traffic calls 
it “convenient,” and “useful” rather 
than “vital.” Big US war crafts can’t get 
through nor can large tankers; in 1970 
about 1,300 commercial vessels were 
afloat or building too large for the Canal 
locks, and 1,750 that couldn’t transit 
fully-laden because of draft limitations. 
Nobody knows the mood of America on 
this untie; Nobody knows how far the 
Senate hawks would go; they seem to 
have grown angrier since defeat in Viet­ 
nam. As for Panama the tinder only 
waits for a spark.
